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FIRE  WARDEN  REPORT 

Less  fortunate  than  our  northern  towns,  we  had  too  many 
fires.  Carelessness  in  burning  trash  and  discarding  smoking 
material  and  children  playing  with  fire  caused  most  of  the 
fires.  Your  Forest  Fire  Warden's  job  would  be  easier  if  every- 
one understood  the  State  laws  that  govern  the  kindling  of  out- 
door fires.    A  synopsis  of  these  laws  follow: 

Fire  Permit 

A  fire  permit  is  needed  for  all  outdoor  fires  in  or  near  wood- 
land anytime  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow.  This  in- 
cludes household  waste  burning,  even  if  in  an  incinerator, 
grass  burning,  garden  trash  as  well  as  brush  burning.  Such 
burning  is  restricted  by  regulation  to  be  prior  to  9:00  a.m.  and 
after  5:00  p.m . 

Exceptions 

Commercial  or  industrial  burning  is  allowed  anytime  under 
normal  conditions  with  permission  of  the  District  Chief  and  a 
permit  from  the  Fire  Warden. 

Camp  or  cooking  fires  are  allowed  on  your  property  with  per- 
mission of  the  Fire  Warden.  On  another's  property,  with  writ- 
ten permission  of  the  landowner  and  permission  of  the  Fire  War- 
den. The  Warden  can  forbid  such  fires  if  in  a  hazardous  area. 
Permits  for  cooking  fires  in  the  White  Mountain  National  For- 
est can  be  obtained  from  the  Laconia  Office  or  at  the  Ranger 
Stations.  Permits  are  not  required  in  public  camp  or  picnic 
grounds  where  fireplaces  have  been  built  for  this  purpose. 

Penalties 

1.  For  kindling  a  fire  without  a  permit.  Maximum  of  $200.00 
fine;  or  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  60  days. 

2.  For  kindling  a  fire  by  any  means  willfully  or  recklessly  that 
shall  endanger  woodlands,  the  maximum  fine  is  $500.00  or 
one  year's  imprisonment. 

3.  For  failure  to  totally  extinguish  a  camp  or  cooking  fire  be- 
fore leaving  is  the  same  penalties  as  in  (1)  above. 

4.  For  dropping  inflammable  material  in  or  near  woodland,  max- 
imum fine  is  $25.00.

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REPORT  OF  FIRE  CHIEF 

A  Report  of  your  Fire  Department: 

To  thfe  Citizens  of  Alton: 

The  year  1969  was  an  active  year  for  your  fire  department. 
It  began  with  a  change  of  Chief  and  Officers  in  January.    Feb- 
ruary and  March  brought  professional  instructors  to  our  meetings. 
They  talked  on  indirect  fire  fighting,   rural  hydrants  and  self- 
contained  breathing  apparatus .     In  April,    our  equipment,    au- 
thorized at  town  meeting,    began  to  arrive.     This  included  our 
Siamese  "Y"  for  the  rural  hitch  as  used  in  Mutual  Aid.  In  May, 
more  equipment  arrived,   most  talked  about  were  the   yellow 
helmets  for  officers.     In  June  twelve   (12)   members  of  the  de- 
partment attended  Fire  School  at  the  State  Civil  Defense  Train- 
ing Center  in  Gilford.     Classes  attended  included  leadership, 
L.  P.    Gas   fires,   masks,    ladders,    pumps  and  forestry.      The 
summer  months  of  July  and  August  were  full  of  activities;  some 
of  these  were:    extensive  training  each  Monday  night  for  ten 
(10)  weeks.    All  phases  of  fire  fighting  were  reviewed,    inclu- 
ding the  use  of  foam  in  fighting  fires.    We  restored  the    1919 
Model  T  Ford  fire  engine,   which  went  on  to  capture  many  tro- 
phies later  in  the  summer  and  fall.  In  August  we  held  our  first 
chicken  barbeque;   it  was  a  success  and  we  plan  to  have  one 
annually.    This  same  month  we  also  started  our  fire  extinguisher 
drive  to  raise  money  to  purchase  boots  for  the  men.  With  Sep- 
tember came  one  of  the  biggest  changes  of  the  year.  The  Alton 
Fire  Department  was  now  operating  on  a  Red  Phone  Network,  re- 
placing the   operators  at  the  town  hall .     October  is  always  a 
busy  time  for  any  fire  department,    as  it  includes  Fire  Preven- 
tion Week.     During  this  week  we  conducted  a  fire  safety  pro- 
gram at  school  and  started  our  voluntary  home  inspection  pro- 
gram.    We  were  all   pleased,   when  in  November,   thirty-two 
pair  of  regular  fire  boots  were  purchased.  The  funds  raised  by 
selling  fire  extinguishers.     We,    also,    obtained  an  800  gal. 
Army  surplus  water  tanker,  which  we  plan  to  repair  this  winter, 
for  service   in  the   spring.    December  brought  a  milestone  to 
Alton,   the  first  public  dry  hydrant  was  installed  on  Route  #28 
South.     This  we  hope  is  the  first  of  many  dry  hydrants  for  the 
community.    You  may  be  wondering,   why  we  have  not  reported 
on  any  fires,  as  this  is  a  report  of  your  fire  department.  There 
is  a  very  good  reason.   With  the  passing  of  December  31st  the 
Town  of  Alton  has  gone  one  full  year  without  a  structual  fire . 
This  is  a  record  to  be  proud  of,  so  we,  the  officers  and  men  of 
the  Alton  Fire  Department,    salute  you  the  citizens  of  Alton  for 
a  fire  safe  year.

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REPORT  ALTON  WATER  WORKS 

The  Alton  Water  Works  has  made  repairs  to  three  (3)  existing 
hydrants  that  have  been  damaged  in  the  past  year.  One  hydrant 
was  extended  to  a  more  serviceable  height  and  all  hydrants 
have  been  color  coded  to  meet  the  Fire  Department  Request. 

The  summer  lines  were  turned  on  and  all  necessary  repairs 
made  to  keep  this  part  of  the  system  in  workable  condition. 

The  Water  Commissioners  have  established  the  last  Wed- 
nesday of  the  month  as  a  regular  meeting  night  and  are  avail- 
able at  this  time  to  meet  with  anyone  who  so  desires.  Meeting 
place  is  Town  Hall,  time  is  7:00  p.m. 

The  existing  system  at  this  time  is  in  satisfactory  working 
condition  and  every  effort  is  being  made  to  maintain  this  sta- 
tus. In  an  effort  to  run  the  Water  Department  more  efficiently 
and  build  up  a  reserve  fund  to  be  used  for  any  major  repairs  or 
improvements  on  the  existing  supply  system  and  water  mains, 
the  Water  Commissioners  have  adopted  a  policy  concerning 
water  main  extensions  and  sub-divisions.  This  type  of  policy 
has  been  recommended  by  the  Alton  Planning  Board  and  their 
cooperation  on  future  sub-divisions  is  being  requested.  A 
copy  of  the  policy  is  printed  at  the  end  of  this  report. 

It  is  the  feeling  of  the  Water  Commissioners  that  there  will 
be  no  extensions  to  the  existing  mains  unless  these  require- 
ments are  met  and  the  cost  of  said  extension  are  paid  for  by 
parties  to  be  served  and  not  the  Water  Department. 


The  following  is  the  general  policy  set   by  the  Alton  Water  Com- 
missioners at  the  regular  monthly  meeting,    October  29,   1959, 
concerning  extensions  and  sub-divisions: 

I.     Extensions: 

a.  All  extensions  to  be  the  size  recommended  in  the 
Howard,  Needles,  Tammen  &  Bergendoff  Water 
Supply  Report. 

b.  All  replacement  of  existing  mains  to  be  the  size 
recommended  by  HNTB.  A  minimum  length  should 
be  100' or  to  the  next  existing  hydrant  or  gate  valve. 
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c.  Mains  larger  than  6"  when  necessary  for  a  trans- 
mission line,  cost  to  be  shared  by  the  Town. 

II.     Sub-divisions: 

a.  Mains  in  sub-divisions  to  be  provided  by  sub-di- 
vider. 

b.  Mains  in  sub-divisions  to  be  sizes  comparable  to 
HNTB  recommendations . 

c.  Hydrants  to  be  located  by  Fire  Wards.  Hydrants 
to  be  furnished  by  Sub-divider. 

d.  Street  boxes,  tapping  of  main  and  shut-off s  to  be 
supplied  and  installed  by  sub-divider  including 
all  material  and  labor  to  lot  line  according  to  Wa- 
ter Department  specifications. 

e.  Easements  -  should  be  acquired  by  sub-divider. 

f.  Ownership  of  mains.  Turned  over  to  Town  of  Alton 
upon  completion  of  sub-division  compliance  with 
Water  Department  requirements .

Town  Road  Program 

Under  the  town  road  program,  3,168'  of  road  was  rebuilt 
and  resurfaced,  starting  at  Route  140  going  up  Avery  Hill  Road 
to  Home  Road. 

Town  Road  Aid 

Under  the  supervision  of  the  Highway  Department  of  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire,  2,376'  of  the  old  Wolfeboro  Road  was 
prepared  and  resurfaced.  Work  also  has  been  started  on  the 
Prospect  Mountain  Road  from  Hillsgrove  Store  to  Fleming  Road. 
This  project  will  be  completed  in  1970. 

Tarvia 

40,000  square  yards  of  road  wer^  sealcoated  this  year.  Due 
to  the  increase  in  miles  of  tarred  roads,  a  larger  appropriation 
should  be  made  in  1970  for  this  purpose. 

Trees 

75  diseased  trees  were  removed  and  burned  by  the  Highway 
Department.  The  Alton  Bay  area  was  sprayed  from  the  air  to 
control  gypsy  moth.  Trees  along  the  highways  were  also  sprayed. 

Town  Dump 

The  dump  was  covered  with  gravel  twice  this  year.  The 
dump  area  is  being  used  up  very  fast  and  I  would  recommend 
the  purchase  of  more  land,  which  will  be  needed  by  1971.

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REPORT  OF  ALTON  CONSERVATION  COMM. 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Alton: 

Your  town  Conservation  Commission  if  an  official  committee 
legally  appointed  by  the  selectmen  under  the  Enabling  Act,  au- 
thorized by  the  legislature;  organized  to  study,  promote,  de- 
velop and  better  use  the  natural  resources  of  our  community. 

They  are  authorized  tomanageand  develop  natural  resources 
such  as  recreation  areas,  parks,  marshes  and  waterfront  ac- 
cess, but  do  not  have  the  right  to  take  real  property  by  con- 
demnation. 

The  Enabling  Act,  RSA  36-A,  Section  5,  authorizes  towns  to 
make  appropriations  for  purposes  of  establishing  and  maintain- 
ing Conservation  Commissions,  and  states  that  money  so  ap- 
propriated in  any  year  may  be  placed  in  a  Conservation  Fund 
and  allowed  to  accumulate  from  year  to  year. 

^y  accumulating  a  conservation  fund,  the  town  is  in  a  po- 
sition to  match  other  funds  and  can  often  double  its  pruchasing 
power  to  acquire,  maintain  and  improve  the  quality  of  its  en- 
vironment. 

An  established  conservation  fund  will  stimulate  grants ,  gifts , 
bequests  and  may  also  take  advantage  of  Federal  funds,  such 
as  the  land  and  water  conservation  fund  for  outdoor  recreation 
development,  if  it  has  an  earmarked  source  of  local  money  for 
the  50  percent  matching  requirement. 

The  conservation  fund  will  allow  your  commission  to  take 
action  when  land  is  available  to  acquire  this  same  resource  in 
the  name  of  the  Town  of  Alton. 

Priority  will  be  given  by  your  commission  to  the  protection 
of  these  resources  as  they  effect  the  environment  which  is  so 
much  a  part  of  our  every  day  living. 

Let  us  not  be  a  part  of  the  age  old  saying  "why  did  they  not 
tell  us  the  importance  of  this  years  ago".
